Present: John Rooney, Chairman; Daniel Kolenda, Vice Chairman; Bill Boland and Mark Purple, Town 
Administrator. 


Mr. Rooney opened the meeting at 6:30 p.m. 


Recognition of Beth Rosenblum award. Beth Rosenblum and Freddie Gillespie of CPC were present. 
Mr. Rooney stated that Ms. Rosenblum has recently received the Distinguished Public Service Award 
from the Sudbury Valley Trustees. This award is given to an individual who has demonstrated 
exceptional leadership in local, state, or national government service. Ms. Rosenblum has been the 
Conservation Administrator for Southborough for eight years and has participated in numerous projects 
benefitting Southborough’s conservation efforts. 


Create Southborough Trails Committee. Beth Rosenblum and Freddie Gillespie were present. The 
town has an extensive trail network along the reservoir. The MWRA and DCR have offered areas to 
extend the trail system, which will require negotiating a formal agreement. Doreen Ferguson, 
Recreation Director, and Ms. Rosenblum and Ms. Gillespie got together and drafted a charge for the 
committee, which includes oversight of the trails and volunteers. The committee will require no funding 
from the town as it will be staffed by volunteers. Mr. Boland was concerned about contract 
negotiations being done by unpaid staff, but was reminded that the committee would be making 
suggestions and that it would ultimately be the town that signed the contract. Ms. Ferguson 
volunteered to oversee the committee. Mr. Boland asked that the charge be amended to include 
oversight by the Recreation Director. It was voted unanimously to approve the establishment of the 
Southborough Trails Committee, and its charge as amended. 


FY14 Budget report. Mark Purple, Town Administrator, thanked the Finance Team, Department Heads 
and Assistant Town Administrator for their work on the budget, and said that he and Brian Ballantine, 
Finance Director, had spent the last three weeks meeting with Department Heads. Mr. Purple reported 
the following: 

*Lots of non-renewing accounts are used and can’t be depended on in the future. 

¢ Need to find an acceptable level of free cash to be used in the budget. 

¢ Waiting for the Governor’s budget coming out in a couple of weeks. 

*Schools make up about 70% of the budget. 

¢ Trying to figure out how to get the best deal in health insurance for the Town and employees. 

* Trying to get Department Heads into a replacement plan for Capital Budget items. 

* Consolidating utility bills into one account. 

* Trying to get together a sustainable Capital Budget account. 

* Liability insurance is up due to an average of3 years of claims for things like the Trottier School 

roof and lightning strikes. 
When asked about the Police Department budget increase, Mr. Purple stated that the department had 
sacrificed training to cover overtime issues and the proposed budget includes funding for training as 
well as overtime to cover the training. He also stated that there is no school data yet, collective 
bargaining is not included, there are not a lot of places where the budget can be reduced and that they 
will have a better handle on it in a couple of weeks.

Mr. Rooney opened the meeting at 6:30 p.m. 


Discussion — Neal Aspesi 
Neal Aspesi, Director of Operations Emergency Management, presented an updated version of Town of 
Southborough Continuity of Operations Plan [COOP] to be accepted and implemented. He also 
requested that the Southborough Emergency Planning & Management Committee [SEPMC] be dissolved 
and a new committee be created to be called Southborough Emergency Planning Committee [SEPC] — 
SARA Title III. 
The Board voted unanimously to: 

¢ Accept the updated version of COOP Plan 

¢ Dissolve the Southborough Emergency Planning & Management Committee 

¢ Create the Southborough Emergency Planning Committee and appoint members for an 

indefinite term. 


Economic Development Update 

Over the past year, this team has operated outside the purvue of the Selectmen. They have 
accomplished amazing tasks, such as publishing a non-profit and business guide, funded and conducted 
an economic dev assessment tool, collaborated with local chambers to foster economic development, 
fostered relationships with new and existing businesses. In order to find additional sources of revenue, 
we must take up the work this committee is doing. The Board wants to establish an ad hoc committee 
and appoint members at the next meeting and then establish a charge for the committee. A resident 
asked that there be alternative viewpoints when committee members be chosen so it isn’t stacked with 
pro development members. Motion to create ad hoc committee with applicants to be appointed at the 
next meeting. Passed unanimously. 


Presentation of Residences at Park Drive 40B Project 
William Depietri, President, Capital Group Properties and Attorney Catanzaro made a brief presentation 
on anew 4OB project, The Residences at Park Center, he will be proposing, to be located off Route 9 
near Route 495: 

¢ 180 units off Flagg Road and Route 9 [1 and 2 bedroom units] 

¢ Will apply for comprehensive permit 

¢ 87 acre parcel from Flatley Company under agreement [25 acres for project] 

¢ 7.2 units per acre 

¢ Access through Route 9 north of gas station, new access road to be created behind Red Roof Inn 

and Flagg Road 

¢ 5 mid rise 3 story buildings with community house in the middle, 45 would be affordable units 

¢ Approx 2 dozen kids in development 

¢ Up to $800,000 in [residential] tax revenue 


¢ Separate sewage treatment plant for the development [included in the condo fee] for 55,000 
gallons per day in hopes of development of rest of the parcel 

¢ Traffic study will be completed before end of January 

¢ Currently no other plans for balance of the parcel, perhaps office and retail if economy improves 


Mr. Boland noted that the land has been zoned as industrial for commercial development. 

Residents commented on how the rest of the development would be developed, pedestrian safety, 
what potential traffic impacts may be, the ability to change the flow of traffic exiting onto Flagg and 
whether the Selectmen should support or not support the project. The Board will ask for an extension 
of the 30-day comment period after the receipt of the traffic study. 


FY14 Budget Update 

Brian Ballantine, Finance Director gave the board an update on the projections for next fiscal year. 
Projections include a 4% tax increase, estimates of a $48 billion annual operating budget and projections 
for 5 years of operating and capital expenses. Mr. Rooney noted that in the 5 year projection, revenue 
may go down 3% but expenses could go up more than 11%. By FY15, the town’s spending projections 
may be more than $500,000 over the taxable levy and thus an override would be required unless cuts 
are made. Mr. Kolenda does not want to have an override next year.

The recommendations are: to go forward with a Strong Town Administrator Bylaw, 
expand the Board of Selectmen from 3 to 5 members, and allow the Town Administrator to sign 
warrants. All require a vote at Town Meeting, an election vote and approval of the legislature and 
Governor.

Present: John Rooney, Chairman; Bill Boland and Mark Purple, Town Administrator. Daniel Kolenda was 
absent. 


Mr. Rooney opened the meeting at 6:30 p.m. 


Bartholomew and son — presentation on OPEB, funding alternatives. Brian Ballantine, Finance 
Director, and Doris Huard and Alex Bartholomew met with the Board. Ms. Huard said that Bartholomew 
and Son manage Other Post Employment Benefits (OPEB) accounts for about 50 communities. She 
reviewed a PowerPoint handout that explained, among other things: what OPEB is, potential funding 
options, establishing a trust, and managing the trust. She also stated that any funds put into the trust 
can only be used for retiree health benefits, and that a commitment should be made to fund it each 
year. Mr. Rooney suggested that an actuary be consulted on the pros and cons of forming a fund, and 
that rating agencies should also be consulted. 


Discussion relative to citizen petition on proposed zoning by-law. Mr. Rooney explained that the 
petition was brought forward after the Town Meeting warrant had been closed, and that there is not 
enough time between now and Town Meeting to go through the required process. He does not feel that 
there is a compelling enough reason to re-open the warrant as the issues could have been brought up 
during the 4 year process that ZAC went through to come up with the zoning by-law changes. Mr. Butler 
also feels that there is not a compelling enough reason to re-open the warrant but stated that the 
petition was brought forward as a way to start a discussion, and to ascertain how to move forward. Mr. 
Boland feels that the best approach would be to bring it to the Planning Board. He reminded the 
petitioners that the petition could not be brought forward at Town Meeting as an amendment to the 
warrant article as it is radically different. Planning Board member Paul Cimino stated that the Planning 
Board would welcome the dialogue, and that there is plenty of time to discuss it. 


Update on FY14 Budget and Annual Town Meeting Warrant. Brian Ballantine, Finance Director, 
reviewed the budget as it stands at this date. He stated that long term planning and policies are needed 
for future budgets. Discussions are ongoing with the K-8 schools, and all operational and capital budgets 
should be all set. Mr. Rooney was impressed by the professional manner in which the budget was 
prepared, and thanked Mr. Ballantine, Mr. Purple and the others involved. Mr. Purple wished to 
recognize all those involved in bringing the budget together. The Annual Town Meeting warrant articles 
were reviewed.

Mr. Rooney opened the meeting at 6:30 p.m. 


Road Layout Hearing — Barn Lane. Don Morris, Chairman of the Planning Board, stated that the 
Planning Board has approved the layout of Barn Lane. It was voted unanimously to approve the road 
layout for Barn Lane as it is shown and described on a plan entitled “Roadway Acceptance Plan of Barn 
Lane & Nipmuc Lane in Southborough, MA”, prepared by Connorstone Consulting Civil Engineers and 
Land Surveyors, dated August 3, 2012 and revised January 3, 2013. 


Road Layout Hearing — Nipmuc Lane. Don Morris, Chairman of the Planning Board, stated that the 
Planning Board has approved the layout of Nipmuc Lane. It was voted unanimously to approve the road 
layout for Nipmuc Lane as it is shown and described on a plan entitled “Roadway Acceptance Plan of 
Barn Lane & Nipmuc Lane in Southborough, MA”, prepared by Connorstone Consulting Civil Engineers 
and Land Surveyors, dated August 3, 2012 and revised January 3, 2013. 


Appoint Economic Development Committee [EDC] and approve mission statement. Mr. Rooney stated 
that the Town had solicited anyone interested in serving on the committee, and that applications had 
been received from seven extremely qualified individuals. They had originally been looking for five 
members from the public, but since he felt it difficult to decide amongst the seven, he suggested 
appointing all seven. He feels that a larger group could be a benefit, and that they could form smaller 
work groups. Mr. Boland said that the committee was to be made up of five members of the public plus 
the Town Administrator, Town Planner and the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen. Since it would 
mean an increase of only two more members, he agreed with Mr. Rooney’s suggestion of approving all 
seven applicants. Mr. Kolenda had suggested approving five members plus two alternates, but 
subsequently agreed with Mr. Rooney and Mr. Boland. It was voted unanimously to appoint David W. 
Bakstran, Julie Wainrib Connelly, Ari N. Haseoties, Benjamin W. Johnson, David K. McCay, William M. 
Pezzoni and Christopher Robbins to the Economic Development Committee, with terms to expire June 
30, 2013. Mr. Rooney said that the charge of the committee should come out of the committee and 
then be brought to the Board for approval.

The Board voted to enter Executive Session with no intent to return to open session. The roll call vote 
was taken because the public discussion of the matter could have a detrimental effect, in addition to the 
need to seek advice of counsel, on the outcome of the pending litigation 


Northborough/Southborough litigation: Atty. Balko summarized the recent decision by Judge F, who 
had not served on the bench for very long. Northborough motion was short — language of statute 
didn’t change, changing enrollments, not deemed fair, etc . Northborough feels its all about a wealth 
based formula. Judge did not address complications that decision poses. End of memo states because 
of time and money involved, towns should figure it out on future credits instead of payments. The 
whole case is because the towns can’t agree. Balko feels it would be overturned if appealed. 


It is not a judgment and thus time to appeal has not started. If he entered a judgment, there is still no 
practical resolution of the issue. Nobo has never presented estimate of what they say they are owed, 
except for in 2003 before the amendments in 2007 mattered. This chart was not viable after 
amendments were approved. Balko suggests try to work it out, get estimate and have them justify it. 


Amendment: If you had long term financing, you don’t get credit for that. If bonds were not retired, the 
grant must be reserved and applied over remaining term for principle payments. If the district had to 
pay off GO bond based on grant, the delta would amount to 345K over FYO7-FY13. Statute says you only 
calculate payments on the years the reimbursements were made. Rather than a lump sum payment, 
could be a credit over future years’ obligations or assessments. 


There is no calculus that captures all the statutory or regulatory points. George said whoever goes first 
sets the floor or ceiling in litigation. Get them to decide on a number and justify it. It was noted that a 
judgment has to be entered separately and thus this was not deemed to be a “judgment.” Balko did not 
feel an appeal could be filed at this point. The Board agreed that they would seek an agreement ona 
number from the Town of Northborough. 


Dan was asked if he wanted to vote to participate at this level; he said he would not be attending the 
next RSC meeting to preserve his role as an elected official here. 


Balko and Cipriano left the meeting at 8:05 p.m.

Residences at Park Central — review of traffic analysis. William Scully, of Green International Affiliates, 
has been a transportation engineer and planner for over 35 years. Green International Affiliates 
conducted a traffic study for developer William Depietri, who is proposing a 40B residential project off 
Flagg Road and Route 9. Mr. Scully explained how the study was conducted. He stated that they also 
have to take into consideration the fact that the State is looking to upgrade that section of Route 9, but 
have not completed their study yet. Green International’s study estimates that there would be a little 
over 1200 trips per day, with the morning being the busiest. Approximately 31% of exiting traffic would 
travel Flagg Road to Main Street with the rest exiting onto Route 9. The study’s conclusions are that 
there will be a slightly moderate increase in traffic, an added but manageable delay, and that the Flagg 
Road/Route 9 sight distance will be satisfied. Mr. Boland informed those in attendance that this is 
purely to provide information to the public as the BOS has very little input in the 40B process. All they 
can do is provide comments to Mass Housing on the merits of the project. Mr. Kolenda asked for, and 
received, more information on the data used for the projections. Mr. Boland is troubled by a residential 
project being located in a Commercial/Industrial zone, and by a proposal to make Park Central Drive 
traffic one way and bring it out onto Flagg Road. Mr. Rooney thanked Mr. Depietri for his work on the 
project then questioned how the study could have come to the conclusions it did. He is also concerned 
with what will come after this project as the land parcel is being developed piece by piece. Mr. Rooney 
told those in attendance that the Board would represent to Mass Housing that there is resident concern 
given the traffic increase onto Route 9. Several residents spoke with regard to concern over the traffic 
increase, Central Park Drive being made one way, the cumulative effect of developing the lot piecemeal, 
and pedestrian and school bus traffic.

Hearing on Underground Fuel Storage License — 264 Cordaville Road. Mr. Rooney recused himself as 
he has had work done at the facility. Ms. Hale read the May 10, 2013 notice into the record. Fire Chief 
Joe Mauro, Attorney Robert Michalik and Louis Aswad were sworn in by Town Counsel Aldo Cipriano. 
Chief Mauro stated that there has been a long history of non-compliance. An agreement was reached in 
September 2010 but has not been adhered to. Mr. Aswad is habitually late with documentation and 
compliance with the points of the agreement. The underground tanks were taken out of service over 
two years ago. Chief Mauro is asking that the license be revoked for public safety reasons. Revocation 
of the license means that the tanks will have to be removed from the ground. Atty. Michalik stated that 
the tanks were not abandoned, that the State does not require removal, that the onus is on the Town to 
find out the condition of the tanks and that people would like a fuel station in that part of town. Atty. 
Cipriano stated that if the Fire Chief determines that the tanks need to be removed then they need to be 
removed, and no fuel can be stored in them if the license is revoked. Atty. Michalik stated that there 
have been no safety violations, other than a small fuel spill in December 2010. The other violations 
were related to record keeping. He presented the Board with version 5 of an operating plan and asked 
that they not act on revoking the license until they see how this plan works. Mr. Boland feels that the 
fact the Board received the newest plan this evening, with no time to review it, is typical of the way 
things have gone in the past. He is not convinced that there has been an effort to comply. Mr. Kolenda 
is hard pressed to keep the license going. He understands people wanting a fuel station there but it has 
to be done to the Fire Chief and Board’s satisfaction. It was unanimously voted to revoke the 
Underground Fuel Storage License for reasons of public safety and public nuisance. 


Presentation of Policies. Brian Ballantine, Finance Director. 

¢ Financial Policies. Mr. Ballantine said that he is not looking for approval this evening, as this is a 
draft and he would like Advisory to look at it. 

¢ Elected Officials Benefits. Formerly, State law allowed elected officials to receive benefits 
regardless of the number of hours they worked. There is no elected official currently receiving 
benefits from the Town. The law now allows towns to opt out of that requirement. It was 
voted unanimously to adopt the policy that “insurance benefits will only be offered to elected 
officials determined to be working on a full-time basis”. 

¢ Health Insurance Opt Out Policy. This has been endorsed by the Insurance Advisory committee. 
It was voted unanimously to approve the Health Insurance Opt Out Policy. 


Transfer Station — Discuss Operations. Karen Galligan, DPW Superintendent, presented options looked 
at to reduce Transfer Station costs. Those options include: closing the Transfer Station and switching to 
curbside pick-up, using a SMART program such as pay-as-you-throw, changing the hours of the transfer 
station, charging for bulky items and charging seniors a percentage of the full sticker price. A sticker fee 
of $259 would be needed to cover the full cost of the Transfer Station if things stay the same. Currently 
66% of the cost is covered by sticker fees. Shortening the hours would save money and allow her to 
utilize employees in other areas. Mr. Rooney thinks that $259 for a sticker is outrageous and feels that 
the best way to go is with a SMART program as it is fairer and saves money, and is not in favor of raising 
fees. Mr. Boland is against pay-as-you-throw and so are residents, according to a survey that was done. 
He feels that we have to be fiscally responsible but we also have to do what residents want. He would 
like to see an operational plan. Mr. Kolenda said that there wasn’t a groundswell of residents coming 
forward in favor of PAYT so he is not in favor of that. He is in favor of increasing fees. A couple of 
residents expressed disappointment in not being able to use the Transfer Station because they use 
private contractors. Mr. Purple said that we have to look at how we do things, and maintaining services 
with the wishes of residents may mean changing how we do things. Ms. Galligan will look into reducing 
hours, charging seniors a small fee and charging for bulky items for the next meeting.

Present: Daniel Kolenda, Chairman; Bill Boland, Vice Chairman; John Rooney and Mark Purple, Town 
Administrator. 


Mr. Kolenda opened the meeting at 7:00 p.m. 


Approve 2013/1014 Transfer Station Rules & Regulations. Karen Galligan, DPW Superintendent, said 
that so many people are against the Transfer Station hours changing that she is no longer pursuing that. 
She would like to make the Swap Shop seasonal as she did not want to plow the gravel driveway. After 
discussion, it was agreed that the Swap Shop would stay open year round but would close for snow and 
on days that safety would be an issue. Residents spoke out against fees for metal recycling and bulk 
items. All three members of the Board agreed that there should be no fee on bulk items. After 
discussion a motion was made to set the sticker fee at $220, $200 if mailed in and $250 after October 1, 
2013, and free for seniors. The motion passed on a 2-1 vote, with Mr. Rooney voting against. 


Legislative Update — Sen. James Eldridge & Rep. Carolyn Dykema. 
¢ Sen. Eldridge stated that the Senate budget was passed two weeks ago and that during the 
budget process his priorities were to protect local aid to cities and towns, maintain funding for 
social safety net services, advocate for a fair, adequate and stable tax system and to advocate 
for investments in capital infrastructure. He said that the State still needed to do more to 
support cities and towns. He continues to advocate for the Governor to release the full Chapter 
90 funds. 
¢ Rep. Dykema said that they need to take a look at state mandates to be sure that they really are 
needed, that the Main Street reconstruction project made it onto the TIP list and that money 
will be available on the 2017 TIP list. She is trying to have the legislation for a five member BOS 
ready for the Town election in May of 2014. Reforms she is looking at are: revenue increase for 
transportation, MassHealth and state benefits. 
Mr. Rooney asked if there is any movement to address the tax exempt status of non-profits, and if 
anything is being done to energize people to get them involved in town government. Rep. Dykema said 
that there is a bill in process for internet voting, and that a number of bills have been filed on PILOTs. 
Sen. Eldridge said that he would look into taxing the housing part of tax exempts. Mr. Boland said that 
the key part is taxing residential housing of the non-profits. 


Annual Appointments. Mr. Purple explained that the list in white is in-house appointments, those in 
teal have asked to be reappointed, orange did not return forms, pink did not want to be reappointed 
and yellow are vacancies. We are working from the white list this evening. Roger Challen asked if the 
Board was planning on “cleaning house” like they did last year with the ZBA. It was explained that the 
only reason they took that action last year was because there had been numerous complaints about the 
way the ZBA was being run. They have had no complaints this year. Ed Estella said that some thought 
should be given to providing continuing education for ZBA members, which is not mandated. It was 
voted unanimously to appoint all those on the white list, dated June 4, 2013, from Affordable Housing 
Trust committee, Brian P. Ballantine through Zoning Board of Appeals, Leo F. Bartolini Jr. The position of 
ZBA Alternate Member will be taken up at the next meeting.

Received a letter from the Mass Department of Transportation with the Town’s funding 
allotment. Mr. Purple spoke with Rep. Dykema and Senator Eldridge to encourage them to push 


Governor Patrick to fund the full amount. 


It was voted 
unanimously to approve the use of Engineering Funds not to exceed $2,000. 

With the potential citing of a casino in Hopkinton, the Town has been asked to join a coalition of 
towns to fight the sighting of the casino. Joining requires $25,000 to be put in a fund to fight the 
casino. It was decided not to join as the Town cannot afford the $25,000.

Mr. Brown is a 15 year resident of the town and has been a real estate agent for 
36 years. He is currently an alternate on the ZBA and enjoys being involved in the community. 
He has sat on the Board twice for residential hearings. He feels that existing commercial 
buildings need to be filled and commercial development along Rte.9 would be good. He has no 
conflict of interest because of his business and would recuse himself if conflict should arise. He 
feels important qualities are integrity, having an open mind, following state and local regulations 
and trying to be fair. 

¢ Paul Depranos. Mr. Depranos has lived in town for 18 years and has a real estate background. 
He is in favor of development if it follows state and local guidelines. He hasn’t attended any ZBA 
meetings or been before the ZBA. He thinks his real estate knowledge would be helpful, and 
would like to contribute to the Town. He is seeking an alternate position, and did not know that 
a full time position was available. Mr. Boland informed him that there is also an opening on the 
Planning Board. 

¢ Lisa Cappello. Ms. Cappello has been in town for 36 years. She has been before the ZBA when 
putting an addition on her home.

The Board acknowledged that Mr. Rooney is participating via conference call due to his inability to 
attend in person, and that he has all the documents the Board is reviewing at the meeting. 


Recreation Dept: Move to appoint Karen Finelli as the Administrative Assistant in the Recreation 
Department. This passed unanimously by roll call vote. She will be starting very shortly after finalizing 
pre-employment paperwork. Boland, aye; Kolenda, aye; Rooney, aye. 


Police Chief consultant: The Board received 5 proposals, and discussed both MMA Consulting Group 
and Badge Quest. Mr. Rooney favors Badge Quest. Mr. Kolenda also liked them both and would give 
weight to this recommendation. Mr. Boland also favored this firm, with his knowledge of doing the 
search in 2009. The Board decided that Badge Quest focuses solely on police searches and that tips it in 
their favor. There was a move to award the contract to Badge Quest for $13,900. 

Roll Call: Boland, aye; Kolenda, aye; Rooney, aye. 

Since the process was not anticipated the Board will need to seek funding for the task from the Advisory 
Committee. 


Search process: The Board agreed that they are looking more toward the town administrator to handle 
these tasks. Mr. Boland likes the idea of having a police peer, a member of the Personnel Board as well 
as identifying several citizens. There should be some portion of public participation, along with 
administrative support. The Town Administrator will make a recommendation on the composition of 
the Committee at a future meeting. 


Other comments: Mr. Estella asked about the town planner process. The committee was composed of 
two members of the Planning Board, a member of the Personnel Board and the Assistant Town 
Administrator. Once final interviews are set, those names will then be released. 

The meeting adjourned at 8:15 a.m.

August 13, 2013 
MCAULIFFE MEETING ROOM 


Present: Bill Boland, Vice Chairman; John Rooney and Mark Purple, Town Administrator. 
In Mr. Kolenda’s absence Mr. Boland chaired the meeting. 
Mr. Boland opened the meeting at 6:30 p.m. 


Residences at Southborough — review of updated traffic study. William Depietri, Developer, and 
William Scully of Green International Affiliates met with the Board. Mr. Boland explained that the Board 
takes opinions from residents and passes them on to the State, and that the Board has no say in the 
decision. He urged residents to send in their comments. Mr. Scully explained that the buildings and 
egress of the condominium phase of the project has been redesigned so that traffic will go through 
Bantry and Tara Roads, instead of taking a left turn onto Flagg Road. Traffic from the rest of the project 
will exit onto Park Central Drive, or through the proposed access road. A left turn will not be allowed 
onto Flagg Road. He also reviewed the estimated trip generation, arrival and departure patterns, and 
suggested that that Mr. Depietri work with the neighborhood on traffic calming — such as speed bumps, 
etc. Mr. Depietri stated that there are no definitive plans yet for the rest of the parcel so he could not 
say how the development of the parcel would affect future traffic patterns. Mr. Rooney thanked Mr. 
Depietri for listening to the concerns of residents but thinks this plan makes things worse. Mr. Boland 
appreciates what Mr. Scully does but questioned him on some of the traffic counts. Mr. Boland stated 
that he is already on the record as being against residential development on that sight, and is not in 
favor of a 40B project going in there. Several residents spoke against the project citing concerns with 
the amount of traffic, traffic being diverted onto different roads and into other neighborhoods, and the 
fact that pedestrian traffic and school busses were not taken into consideration. 


Discussion of Special Town Meeting. Mark Purple, Town Administrator said that the warrant had been 
opened for a Special Town Meeting on October 7, 2013 to address zoning bylaw changes, plus several 
other articles. He stated that the Planning Board will not be ready and are asking for a later date. He 
also said that two citizen’s petitions had been submitted, which could force a Special Town Meeting 
within 45 days, and asked if the Board wanted to go ahead with the October 7 meeting. Mr. Rooney 
said that delaying the Special Town Meeting means that it will be getting into budget time. Mr. Purple 
said that the meeting was called for October in consultation with the Town Clerk and to allow 
certification of Free Cash to allow allocation of mitigation funds. Don Morris, Planning Board Chairman, 
said that they are in the process of hiring a new Town Planner and would rather wait until the Planner is 
on board before going to Town Meeting. Mr. Boland said that there are several significant articles on 
the warrant and he leans toward closing the warrant and going ahead with the meeting, rather than 
delay and be forced into having a meeting by the citizen’s petitions. Sam Stivers, sponsor of a petition 
to fix some illegalities in the bylaw, would prefer that it be addressed sooner rather than later. Leo 
Bartolini, sponsor of a petition to move control of the Town Planner from the Planning Board to the 
Town Administrator and BOS, said that he can get the necessary signatures to force a meeting, and that 
the mitigation funds have been discussed for over a year. Both the Police and Fire Chiefs would like to 
see the meeting held on October 7 as the mitigation funds are to be used to upgrade the dispatch 
system and the longer they wait the more expensive it will be. Mr. Rooney said that he would prefer to 
hold off on deciding until Mr. Kolenda can give his input. Mr. Boland said that they could make their 
decision at the September 3, 2013 meeting but that would only give a month before the meeting to get 


everything done. It was voted unanimously to close the warrant and go ahead with the October 7, 2013 
Special Town Meeting. 


Discussion with Advisory Committee and Planning Board. Frederica Gillespie of the Open Space 
Preservation Commission said that they would like to see an ad hoc committee set up to discuss the 
open space issues. They would like to see the committee made up of two members from the Open 
Space and Advisory Committees and either Mark or Mark and one Selectman. Don Morris said that the 
Planning Board has worked on this over the years, and thinks that this is an excellent idea. Kevin Giblin, 
a local developer, asked how they could have a committee without opening it up to the private sector. 
He would like to be included in the process. Ms. Gillespie said that the issue is regarding town bylaws 
that are not being adhered to, and is mostly about departments talking to each other. Mr. Morris said 
that he does not disagree with Mr. Giblin, but it is about discussion between departments. Mr. Boland 
said that there are issues that need to be addressed and he would like to see it done soon. He asked Mr. 
Purple to meet with the committees involved and to bring recommendations to the next meeting.

September 3, 2013 

MCAULIFFE MEETING ROOM 


Present: Daniel Kolenda, Chairman; Bill Boland, Vice Chairman; John Rooney and Mark Purple, Town 
Administrator. 


Mr. Kolenda opened the meeting at 6:00 p.m. 


Interview for special legal counsel — Blatman, Bobrowski & Mead. A letter has been received by the 
Town stating that the attorney handling the litigation between Northborough and Southborough is 
leaving the firm and is no longer available to represent the Town in this case. It was noted that Counsel 
must be able to work with the Board as well as our existing Town Counsel. Their hourly rate is $180, 
which is less than the $200 hourly rate with Bowditch & Dewey, they will separate specific tasks from 
the general duties required by the Town, and will not charge an inordinate amount of time to get up to 
speed on the case. They are currently handling a south shore town in a similar funding issue for a 
regional school district. Atty. Cipriano was asked about replacement counsel at Bowditch & Dewey and 
replied that he will discuss that in the litigation report. Mr. Rooney stated that the question is whether 
they should go with Bowditch & Dewey and a lawyer they don’t know, or switch firms. A decision needs 
to be made as the case comes up in October. Mr. Kolenda said that they would be dealing with new 
attorneys regardless. Mr. Boland said that Atty. Pizzi, of Bowditch & Dewey has participated in 
discussions on the case. He asked Town Counsel if they could get an extension or delay in the case and 
was told that it would only be a last resort. Mr. Boland and Mr. Kolenda would like to hear from Atty. 
Cipriano during Executive Session before deciding. A meeting will be posted for Thursday, September 
12, 2013 at 7:00 a.m., at which time the Board will make their decision. 


Transfer Station violation hearing. Mr. Boland recused himself as he has known Mr. Kentel for a long 
time. Karen Galligan, DPW Superintendent, stated that on June 5, 2013 Mr. Kentel received a fine, that 
was changed to a warning because of regulation changes, for dumping metal in the pit. On June 15, 
2013 he received a $100 fine for a second offense in which he dumped more than two 32 gallon barrels 
worth of construction debris. Mr. Kentel stated that his cellar had flooded and that he had to rip out the 
carpeting and threw it into the back of his pick-up truck. He could not tell if it was over the two barrel 
limit. Jeff Rudd said that barrel volume is very deceiving and that his friend had made an honest 
mistake. Mr. Rooney said that people make mistakes but the video shows that Mr. Kentel reached into 
his truck and tossed stuff at least 43 times, which seems like it would be over the limit. Mr. Kolenda 
empathized that it can be tough to judge volume, but that from the video it looked like it was a lot more 
than the limit. It was voted 2-0 (Mr. Boland abstained) to let the $100 fine stand, consistent with the 
regulations. 


Police Chief Search Committee, and review of job description and residency requirement. 
¢ Mr. Purple said that the Board had charged him with putting together a search committee 
whose role will be to work with Badge Quest in screening candidates and to bring those 
candidates to the Board. It was voted unanimously to appoint David Flynn (resident), Russ 
Millholland (Personnel Board rep), Mark Purple (Town Administrator), Steve Trask (Deputy 
Chief, Framingham) and Claire Reynolds (resident) to the Police Chief Search Committee, with 
terms to expire upon successful hiring of a new Police Chief. 


¢ The job description has been updated and modified to accurately capture the job that Chief 
Moran is doing. It was decided that a 15 mile radius for residency should be used to be 
consistent with the Fire Chief and Town Administrator. 


Transfer Package Store/All Alcoholic Beverages License from Mauro’s Market, Inc. to Muktesh Corp., 
dba Mauro’s Market, 4 Main Street, Vinod R. Patel, Manager and approval of Common Victualler 
License. Atty. Chesley Oriel represented Mr. Patel. Mr. Rooney said that he was sorry to see this 
transfer as the Mauro’s have operated the business for a long time. Mr. Patel said that he has been a 
resident of Framingham for over 20 years and has operated three convenience stores over the years, 
that he has more than three years of experience managing a liquor store and that he would be spending 
the majority of his time in the Southborough store. He is TIP certified and will supervise his staff at all 
times. He will retain the majority of the current employees, and will continue the business as it is and 
will make gradual improvements to the building. Mr. Boland has no issues with this. Mr. Kolenda 
recognized and thanked the Mauro’s for the contributions they have made over the years, and 
welcomed Mr. Patel. It was voted unanimously to transfer the Package Store/All Alcoholic Beverages 
License from Mauro’s Market, Inc. to Muktesh Corp., dba Mauro’s Market, 4 Main Street, Vinod R. Patel, 
Manager. It was voted unanimously to approve the Common Victualler License. 


Hearing: Personnel By-Law revisions proposed for STM. Steve Morreale, Chairman of the Personnel 
Board, explained that changes have been made primarily because the SEIU decertification meant that 
those employees now come under the SAP. He reviewed the document with the Board and explained 
the changes. He stated that they will be back before the Board at some point to reconsider reimbursing 
education costs, as that benefit had been removed previously. Karen Muggeridge asked that they 
review tuition reimbursement. 


Road Layout Hearing — Barn Lane and Nipmuc Lane. Karen Galligan, DPW Superintendent; Don Morris, 
Planning Board and Kevin Giblin, developer attended the hearings. Ms. Galligan said that the roads have 
been looked over, the punch list taken care of and that they are ready to be taken over. Mr. Morris said 
that the Planning Board is in favor, and defers to the DPW. Mr. Kolenda said that the Board had 
received a letter from a resident of Nipmuc Lane saying that there is not clear title because of a deed 
issue. Mr. Giblin informed the Board that it is a dispute between neighbors over an earth berm 
easement and that it has nothing to do with the road. There was a discussion on open space. It was 
voted unanimously to accept the road layout of Barn Lane and Nipmuc Lane. 


Road Layout Hearing — Blendon Woods Drive. Mr. Kolenda recused himself as he lives on the street. 
Ms. Galligan explained that acceptance of the street was put on a Town Meeting warrant but was not 
approved at that time. For some reason it was never brought forward again, so this is to correct that 
error. It was voted 2-0 (Mr. Kolenda abstained) to accept the road layout of Blendon Woods Drive. 


Joint Meeting with Planning Board to fill Planning Board Vacancy, until the next Annual Town Election 
in May, 2014. 
¢ Phil Jenks. Mr. Jenks is a 40+ year resident of Southborough. He is a self employed attorney 

and as such has appeared before several Southborough Boards, including Planning, Zoning and 
Health. He has served on the Council on Aging, Advisory, and Ad Hoc committees. Audience 
member Karen Shimkus tried to question Mr. Jenks but was told that it was up to the Planning 
Board and Selectmen to interview Mr. Jenks, and if she had a comment she was welcome to 
state it during Public Comment. Mr. Kolenda thanked Mr. Jenks and stated that he brings a 
wealth of experience. 


Tim Martel. Mr. Martel is a 5 year resident of Southborough, and is a certified project manager. 
He served on the Town Manager Committee. Mr. Kolenda thanked him and said that he had an 
impressive resume. 

Claire Reynolds. Ms. Reynolds a 37+ year resident of Southborough, and served on the Advisory 
Committee for 16 years. She believes that there are rules, procedures and guidelines to follow, 
and that the key thing is getting Boards to work well together. She would like to work on hiring 
a competent Town Planner. Mr. Kolenda said that he has had the pleasure of working with MS. 
Reynolds for a number of years, and thanked her for her commitment to the town. 


The Planning Board voted unanimously to appoint Mr. Jenks. Mr. Rooney said that all the 
candidates were well qualified but he supported Mr. Jenks. Mr. Boland stated that the Planning 
Board’s vote made the Board’s vote moot as they were out voted. Mr. Rooney suggested that Mr. 
Martel consider volunteering for the Green Committee and that Ms. Reynolds consider volunteering 
for the Open Space Committee. It was voted unanimously to appoint Mr. Jenks to the Planning 
Board. 


Public Comment 


Karen Muggeridge questioned why all comments made by the public during hearings were not 
included in the minutes of the BOS meetings. Mr. Rooney informed her that verbatim minutes 
were not required. 

Karen Shimkus stated that she is alarmed by the possible conflict of interest on the part of Phil 
Jenks, who was appointed to the Planning Board this evening, because of his prior work 
experience. Mr. Boland said that there is a very clear conflict of interest law, and that it requires 
him to declare the conflict and recuse himself. The fact that a board member has done business 
with someone in another town is not necessarily a conflict. Mr. Rooney said that Mr. Jenks has 
to adhere to even stricter conflict of interest laws as an attorney. 

Frederica Gillespie, Open Space Commission, discussed open space and support for the 
expanded purpose of the Commission with the Board. Mr. Kolenda thanked Ms. Gillespie and 
the Commission for the work that they do. Mr. Boland said that the Planning Board has been 
good at keeping space open and should be given credit for that.

Board voted unanimously to approve having a member of the Selectman, Planning Board, Open 
Space, Conservation and the Town Planner be on the committee. 

SYFS doesn’t have enough members on the Board to meet. They have asked that the BOS vote 
ona member that the SYFS has vetted. This will be taken up at Thursday’s BOS meeting.

N/S litigation: Marissa Pizzi with Bowditch will take over for Atty. Balko [who has left the firm] if the 
board agrees. She says she is ready now to take over the case and be ready for the October court date. 
How many hours does she have on this case???? How long to get up to speed? 


Continuing enforcement on Aswaad. Revoke fuel storage permit; they filed a notice of appeal to the 
ZBA. 60 days to take appeal on the board’s decision has lapsed. Following BOS decision, Chief Mauro 
revoked permit which means tanks have to come out. They appealed but did nothing to remove tanks. 
Aldo: do nothing or he takes it back court to get judicial enforcement to remove the tanks. He has no 
legal basis because he missed appeal deadline. Doing nothing = status quo. Board wants order 
enforced. Aldo will do this with fire chief. 


Gulbankian: after ZBA did not grant modification...his attorney said after the in house meeting, town 
imposed 30 day clock. His attorney said that was reasonable. They said they would pursue financing. 
He gave proof of funding. Dave walked site with Gulbankian. They discussed material to be used. As 
deadline neared, attorney was removed as counsel. Next attorney gone in 5 days; Dave takes legal 
actions to assess fines. Recorded notice of zoning violation. Current attorney: trying to find any loose 
ends to argue portions of the case to delay further action. 


Rooney: in land court complaint...they say machine shop status has not been previously adjudicated. 
Also says, shop established in 1986 was reviewed and found not to need approval by all permitting 
boards. 38: shop was explicitly described for rebuilding engines, including engines from agricultural and 
antique vehicles. [30 by 60 wooden steel frame bui8lding] “1986 permit was to be used generally as a 
public garage” if they are going to litigate the machine shop, it was not previously adjudicated. Aldo 
says it was. 


There was a building permit. Was it for the busses? It may not be for the building at issue. 


The town said he was only approved for bus repair — what about machinery and antique vehicles? 


Aldo can offer another mediation meeting with the current attorney. John will sit with Aldo for such a 
meeting. ZBA will be informed as needed if there is any progress on the litigation.

She is in favor of open space and thinks that, ultimately, all 
open space should be owned by the Town, that the current process is problematic, the boards 
and committees need to work together and that OSPC and the Planning Board should work with 
the owners of non Town owned parcels. Also, it would be helpful to have strong rules. 

¢ Sean Connelly. Mr. Connelly is a senior acquisitions editor and moved here two years ago from 
Colorado. He understands the issues of preservation and balanced growth, is passionate about 
the outdoors and feels that his passion and experience will be a good fit. He stated that the 
commission needs to look at who is being affected and to move forward. He said that it is easy 
to make judgments according to the rules, but that you have to make sure that you do it by 
taking the weight of everything into your decision. 

¢ Wendy Demichaels. Ms. Demichaels has lived in town for nine years and has attended almost 
all Town Meetings but has never taken an active role, and feels that now is the time to become 
a contributor. She feels that her expertise in working and negotiating with people will be helpful 
to the Commission. She said that both sides need to feel that they gained something, and that it 
is important for both sides to work together. 

¢ Lisa Pezzoni. Ms. Pezzoni is a long time resident of Southborough, is a paralegal and has real 
estate sales experience. She feels that she is a very objective person, does what she thinks is 
right, stands up for what she believes in and does not feel that her relationship to two 
developers will be an issue as she would recuse herself. Her goal is to help the Commission have 
a better understanding of developers. She feels that there has to be better communication 
between the Commission, Boards and developers. 


The OSPC recommends Ms. Hamman and Mr. Connelly. Mr. Kolenda said that they are an incredible 
slate of candidates. Mr. Boland agreed and said that there are other vacancies for those that are not 
picked. He is leaning toward Ms. Hamman and Mr. Connelly. Mr. Rooney likes Ms. Pezzoni’s approach 
and philosophy but is not convinced about the potential disqualifications due to conflict. He said that 
the Commission’s recommendation carries a lot of weight so he is in favor of Ms. Hamman and Mr. 
Connelly. It was voted unanimously to appoint Helen Hamman to the Open Space Preservation 
Commission, with a term to expire June 30, 2014. It was voted to appoint Sean Connelly to the Open 
Space Preservation Commission, with a term to expire June 30, 2015.

Sam Stivers spoke in 
support of Mr. Guyer and a split rate, while several local business owners spoke in support of a single tax 
rate. Ed Estella asked about the PILOT program. Mr. Purple responded that things have been pretty 
consistent but that they need to continue to look at that. Mr. Boland said that he has continued to vote 
for a single rate, that a split rate is attractive but it does not work, and that businesses are not looking 
for TIFs because the tax rate is low. Mr. Rooney said that he has spoken with a number of people and 
done a lot of research and feels that a single rate is more attractive to small business. He feels that 
there are other ways to reduce taxes without hurting small businesses. Mr. Kolenda agreed with Mr. 
Boland and Mr. Rooney, and said that he is not looking to pit one taxpayer against another. It was voted 
unanimously to continue with a single tax rate. 


Freddie Pim, Eagle Scout project. Mr. Pim came before the Board to ask for their approval of his Eagle 
Scout project. He has been working with the Fire Department in designing a memorial to pay tribute to 
those that have served in the Fire and Police Departments. The design will incorporate a steel beam 
from the World Trade Center and a brick from The Worcester Cold Storage building. The memorial will 
be in four sections set around the flagpole outside the Fire Department. It is designed in such a way that 
it can be moved to another location, if need be. Fire Chief Mauro said that a couple of firefighters who 
work in construction have helped with the design, and that another, who is an electrician, has agreed to 
maintain the electrical system. It was voted unanimously to accept the project as presented. 


Historical Commission interviews: Amanda Martinot and Maria Romero Vagnini. Ms. Martinot moved 
here a year ago, is interested in historical homes and feels that getting involved in a community is a 
good way to learn its history. Ms. Romero Vagnini is a design enthusiast, owns a historic home and feels 
that it is important to preserve historic buildings. It was voted unanimously to appoint Amanda 
Martinot and Maria Romero Vagnini to the Historical Commission with terms to expire June 30, 2014.

Rooney feels that it should be part of the budgeting discussion for next fiscal year. Mr. Purple said that 
financial policy sets a course for funding OPEB, and that it gives people an idea as to the costs of 
retirement benefits. Sam Stivers stated that an interesting piece of data is that municipal employees 
have the lowest per capita cost when compared to the schools. Mr. Purple reminded him that the 
unions receive the same benefits as non-union employees.

The Board unanimously approved all items on the CONSENT AGENDA. 


Liquor Licenses: The Board voted unanimously to approve the list of liquor licenses as provided in the 
board packet. [attached] 


Cable TV transfer: Warren Palley, Chairman of the Cable Television Advisory Committee met with the 
Board to update them on the move to form a cable television non-profit. The process was recently 
completed. The Board voted unanimously to approve the transfer of all funds within fund 2624 less 
any outstanding invoices to be paid. Current day amount in fund totals $829,666. Funds will be 
fully transferred upon satisfaction of any bills outstanding and employee is transferred to new 
organization (Southborough Media Access Inc]. The association will also be responsible for utility 
bills, a small amount will remain in the town account to cover any unexpected costs. In closing, the 
Town asked that they be provided with financial statements in the future. 


Audit Report: The Board met with Bill Fraher, Town Auditor, for his annual audit report. He noted there 
were no areas of concern, revenues have been stable, using between $2 and $2.5 million to offset 
annual budgets, revenues are getting tighter which means there is less room on the expense side. 


He further noted there is no policy manual on budgetary issues, noting that OPEB must now list the 
actuary detailed cost in total. Debt has decreased and no large projects have been added. This excludes 
pension liability but it will be required to be calculated in FY15 for all towns in a regional system. Mr. 
Fraher also discussed capital assets [equipment and infrastructure] which are in good standing as the 
Town has put back in capital what is depreciating. 


Expansion of Liquor licenses: By state statute, the Town is allowed a certain number of licenses based 
on population. Over and above that quota, town meeting can petition the state to grant additional 
licenses. Two businesses have asked to upgrade from wine and malt to an all alcohol license. Town 
Counsel informed the board a citizen petition could be filed for town meeting, if the Selectmen did not 
add a warrant article themselves. Counsel stipulated that since the Board is the licensing authority, he 


did not recommend they also be the sponsor of an article to increase said licenses. Petition(s) have to 
be for specific business and then the Legislature is required to approve it for that establishment. If the 
business gives it up, it goes back to the board but stays with that site. Mauro’s Market is the only 
business that has gone through this process in the past. Sperry’s Country Market Beer & Wine and 
Panzano Market are the two businesses which have come forth. If the business upgrades, the wine and 
malt license would then become available, based on the normal application process. Attorney Brewin 
would like to work with the town to re-draft the language for an article that is most desirable based on 
counsel’s advice. 


Town Administrator Report: Mr. Purple acknowledged the assistance of Neal Aspesi who met with the 


Shrewsbury LegoRobotics team recently.

The meeting convened at 5:00 p.m. 


Appointment of Facilities Manager: The Board was informed that the Employee Screening 
Committee interviewed five applicants for this position. A recommendation was made by Mr. 
Purple to appoint John Parent to the position of Facilities Manager. The motion was made and 
unanimously approved. As stipulated, the Personnel Board will be required to approve Mr. 
Parent’s salary. 


Town Administrator evaluation: Board members reviewed the first evaluation of Town 
Administrator Mark Purple. Mr. Kolenda noted that Mr. Purple had either met or exceeded the 
goals set when he was first appointed. The Board complimented him on his mastery of the 
town budget, excellent communication with the board and other parties and great leadership 
ability. 


Mr. Boland made a motion to give Mr. Purple a raise of 2.5%, which matches the increase in the 
salary administration plan which sets the rate for department heads and other staff. Mr. 
Rooney felt Mr. Purple had far exceeded goals set for his first year and saved taxpayer money 
and advocated for a 3.75% raise.
